Mr, Giles Filley Did Not Cast His Bread 
Upon the Water in Vain. 


Charles H. and John D. Filley, assignees 
of the Excelsior Manufacturing Co., ap- 
plied to the Circuit Court Tuesday morning 
for permission to dispose of the goods left 
on hand when the firm went into insolvency. 
In the meantime the employes of the house 
are taking stock, and it will be several 
days before even an approximate estimate 


can be made of the assets. 

Ever since the failure offers of assistance 
have been coming in to Mr. Filley, but the 
proffers are not as numerous or as liberal. 
as might be expected, when it is remem- 
bered that the elder Filley has helped hun- 
dreds of struggling people, and has on more 
than one occasion saved the credit of big 
houses. 

The most touch{ng offer of ald came from 
Louis Yehling, a retail dealer in stoves at 
3418 Gravois road. Years ago, when Yeh- 
ling was struggling to secure a foothold, 
Mr. Filley trusted him for a small stock of 
Yehling did a good business and 
his trade increased and he branched out 
into other lines. Then came reverses and 
some of Yehling’s creditors’ threatened to 
close down jon him. Again Filley went to 
‘his rescue and he was enabled to tide over 
his difficulties. 

Last week when Filley failed Yehling 
read it to his family and the story made a 
deep impression on the mind of his little 
daughter. She went to Mr. Filley and told 
him that she had $100,in her savings bank 
which he‘could have freely if he needed it. 

Mr. Filley’s eyes filled with tears as he 
told the child that the money would do him 
no good, but that he would never forget her 
kindness, 

One man worth two millions of dollars 
wired Mr. Filley to draw on him for any 
amount needed and debtors of the firm 
wrote to say that they stood ready to pay 
their bills whether due or not. 

No offers have been accepted thus far, 
however, and none will be considered until 
the firm makes an effort to reorganize. They 
admit now that their affairs are in very bad 
shape, and that it will require a great deal 
of money and hard work to put them on 
their feet again. 

One of Mr. Filley’s worst regrets is 
be that a number of his old employes 
likely to suffer. A dozen or more men who 
have served him ae a half century 
were on his pay though long ago 
iucapacitated for - and now they will 
be cut off! Through all his difficulties Mr. 
Filley gave them their salaries rly, 
and none of them dreamed that he was em- 
barrassed.

MORGAN MISSED BIG PROFITS 


‘Tho New York Banker Would Have 
| Picked Up $13,000,000 Had His 
Washington Friends Steod By. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 1..—There is 
much nervousness over a rumor of a Con- 
gressional investigation into the opening of 
the bond offers before the hour named in 
the Treasury circular, and up to which time 
bids were received. There is likewise great 
dread of inquiry into the sale of February, 
1895, when Mr. Cleveland entered into secret 
negotiations with the Belmont-Morgan syn- 
dicate to sell choice thirty-year 4 per cent 
investment securities at 104%. 

The job has never yet been fully probed 
to the bottom, and the two scandals are so 
notorious they can hardly escape the atten- 
tion of Gongress. The agencies interested 


in both transactions were friends of the 
President and representatives of foreign 
bankers. There was a combination formed 
to plunder the United States Treasury, and 
in the division of the spoils some money 
must have passed into other hands than 
those representing the Morgan syndicate. 

Pierpont Morgan would have made about 
$13,000,000 out of this bond issue if his friends 
in the Administration had stood by him as 
he expected they would. A it is, he has 
made only $1,260,000 since last Thursday. 

His firm has been selling bonds at a great 
rate since the Secretary of the Treasury 
announced the allotment to this firm. 

Now Mr. Morgan only has $5,000,000. in 
bonds left of the portion which went to him. 
He paid a fraction less than 111 for his 
quota. This fraction was just large 2 
to defeat some 0 American bidders, r. 
Morgan has sold most of his bonds at from 
116% to 117. 

Had he got the bonds at 104 and sold them 
at 117 he would have cleared nearly

“As a result of a year’s work of pastor 
and le, Sunday-schools and missions, 
from ten to thirty conversions are reported, 
and a number more are added by letter 
‘saved by letter’—and a few kidnapped from 
other folds. And after making süch a re- 
port the pastor assumes a very optimistic 
mood, and calls on his people to ‘thank 
God and press forward.’ On the other hand, 
with many churches, it is a matter of sin- 
cere congratulation that they have held 
their own. 

But some one says, Oh, we are progress- 
ing; we are building two churches every 
twenty-four hours; we are revising our 
creeds and making theological discoveries, 
and’— Yes, we are; we are building two 
churches every day, and for every church 
ten saloons, two hospitals, a poor-house and 
a jail. We are progressing in material 
splendor and in moral cussédness. We have 
the favor and support of the rich and the 
influential and the indifférence and gome- 
times the hostility of the poor. The facts, 
I take it, especially in an eaudienbe of 
preachers, are well known. 

You have read Josiah Stron 
D. Herron and Washington

others in their vigorous indictments of the 


church and their startling array of facts 


‘and figures. But we are apt to drift away 


from our knowledge of the truth; the mind 


is greatly like a sieve, especially a preach- 
er's mind, and well that it is so, for it 
would soon get so full of multitudinous and 
petty things that are poured into it that, if 
there were no outlet, it would burst. The 
average Protestant church is made up of 
merchants, manufacturers, clerks, teachers, 
agents, capitalists and professional men. 
There is occasionally a mechanic, but the 
working classes—that is, those who labor 
with their hands—are alienated from the 
church. This class is now and always must 
be the most numerous, and from their loins 
come the leaders of the people, the makers 
of civilization. How many of the gentlemen 
present are the sons of millionaires? How 
many the sons of handicraftsmen, farm- 
ers, carpenters, etc.? Upon the garland 
which presses the brow of the victor in 
life’s stern battles may justly be inscribed, 
Risen from ther 8. 

There are many families of the aris- 
tocracy who, if they were true to their 
family history, would have as their coat of 
arms a pair of shirt-sleeves. The tender 
scions of the house might faint if you were 
to relate their history, but it is true never- 
theless. Now when this country was new, 
when the woods echoed to the ploneer’s ax 
and the smoke curled over the log cabin, 
and the children in homespun and cowhide

For genera- 
tions the people of this country have been 
robbed by privileged .classes, by gamblers, 
by unjust and discriminating laws, and 
aside from an occasional ripple of excite- 
ment over the downfall of a college pro- 
fessor who is deposed because he teaches 
the truth in antagonism to the vested in- 
terests of those who pay him, nothing 
is being attempted, nothing done. 

“We are brought face to face with the 
fact that there are throngs of perishing 
souls who can never receive the gospel un- 
til the economic conditions are changed, 
and \yet we are doing nothing to change 
these conditions and reach these souls. We 
know that our churches are sepulchres, 
filled with dead men’s bones and all un- 
cleanness, and what are we doing about 
that? We are standing without, applying 
the whitewash. We know that the cities are 
full of unemployed men and women; great 
armies are involuntarily idle. They are 
being schooled as recrults to the great 
army of tramps and paupers, the helots 
of a society that is too selfish and cruel 
and lazy to compass their redemption. 
And what are we doing about that? We 
are extending our relief, and distributing 
alms. Our charity as a system relieves pau. 

erism as our’ jails prevent crime; We 

ave not a penal institution in this State, 
as far as my information goes, that does 
not educate its inmates into more accom- 
plished criminals than they were when they 
entered to serve their term; and alms- 
giving, with rare exceptions, destroys self- 
respect, breaks down manhood and debases 
tts.victim past all hope of redemption. 


„We live in the midst of a carnival] of 
crime, and our police cou are busier than 
our churches. Murder, suicide, divorce, in- 
sanity and lechery are rapidly increasing.

PALISADES OF THE HUDSON. 


The Historic Walls of Reck Are to 
Be Preserved. 


ALBANY, N. T., Feb. 11.—The palisaides 
of the Hudson are to be preserved. The bill 
prepared by the commissions appointed by 
the Governors of the States of New York 
and New Jerséy has been passed by both 
houses of the Legislature and Governor 
Morton has signified his intention of sign 
ing it this wee 

The Palisades extends from a point a 
short distance above Fort Lee, in New 
Jersey, to a point below Piermont, in this 
State. The logical formation of which 
pee are compos 


rock, and is an eruptive rock whic 


teau varying in height from 120 to 
eet above the waters of the Hudson 
River and extending along the west shore of 
the river about fourteen miles. Upon the 
east, above the river, this formation rises in 
a precipitous wall to the extreme altitude | 
attained and then sbopes gradually west- 
ward to the vallby of the Hackensack 
River, a distance Of several miles. At the 
botom of the precipitous cliffs lie pictur- 
esque fragments of rock which have broken 
from the perpendicular walls and fallen 
along their base in a steep slope or talus to 
the water’s edge. The remarkable scenic 
effect produced by these buttresses, piles 
and turrets of rock is known throughout the 
civjlized world. From the brink of the 
precipice westward éxtends this plateau of 
rock covered with thin soil, 
boulders and excepting unimportant clear- | 
ings, still chiefly clothed with unbroken 
forests, in many p s untouched by the 
hand. of man. 
The rock forming the Palisades is very 
hard and within two or three years, sev- 
eral steam stone crushing plants have beet: 
established and put in operation. These 
crushers find a market in the States of New 
York, Wer Jersey and Connecticut for the 
broken stone quarried from the Palisades 
and the demand for such material is tn- 
creasing at an exceedingly rapid rate. The 
work of the steam crushers bids far to 


be the ruin of the palisades. 


Five hundred thougand dollars has been 
appropriated, with which the Secretary of | 
War is to purchase the Palisade region and | 
establish a military and national park and 
erect fortifications. The Palisades com- 
mand the navigation of the Hudson River, 
the key of the line most exposed to invasion 
by a féreign power. The bill before the 
Governor cedes to the United States juris- 
diction over that portion of the Palisades 
in this State. 

The militia of the States of.New York and 
New Jersey are authorized. to use the park, 
when established, for maneuvers.

CHICAGO, IIL, Feb. 11.—Cassius B. Car- 
ter, a retired Sergeant of the United States 
Army, was found dead last evening in a 
room in the Palmer House. Death was 


caused by asphyxiation, but it is not thought 
he committed suicide. One gas jet in his 
room was turned on full and another jet 
was turned on about Half pressure, In the 
belt worn by Carter around his waist there 
. $1,400. He also had some valuable jew- 
elry. 

How the gas came to be turned on is a 
mystery, as it is supposed Carter was ac- 
quainted with its use. No motive for self- 
destruction is apparent, and Coroner Mc- 
Hale will make a thorough investigation.

He 
told the clerk he did not want to be called. 
There was no suspicion of anything wrong 
until the chambermaid failed to get an an- 
ewer to her vigorous knocking on the door 
of Carter’s room, One of the porters was 
called and, upon opening the . transom 
fa flood of gas poured out into the corridor.
